The factor that increases interstitial fluid 
pressure also increases lymph flow if the 
lymph vessels are unctioning normally. Such 


factors include ~ 
e Elevated capillary 


pressure 

e Decreased plasma colloid 
osmotic pressure 

e Increased interstitial fluid 
colloid osmotic pressure 

e Increased permeability of 
the capillaries 
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Negative Interstitial Fluid 
Pressure 


In addition to connective tissue fibers in 
interstitium, negative interstitial tissue 
pressure, serves as vaccum to keep the 
tissue held together. 

When the tissues lose their negative 
pressure, fluid accumulates in the spaces 
and the condition known as edema occurs 
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External compression and lymphatic pumping 


Any external compression of the lymph 
vessels alSo can cause pumping. 


Contraction of surrounding skeletal
